That can be remedied and 
when done the bad features of the tariff 
bill may be purified. 

Good, pure air is a great thing anywhere. 

Uncle Sam’s Deficit. 

Up to date there has been a deficit for 
the year in Uncle Sam’s bank account of 
$74,000,000 The government expenditures 
have been that much more than the re- 
ceipts. All sorts of causes for the deficit 
are given. But as a matter of fact it is.the 
McKinley tariff law. In that law a la ge 
number of articles are taxed at such -a 
high rate that they are no longer imported 
and the government derives no revenue. 

Again when formerly $45,000,000 was 
raised annually from a small tax on 
sugar nothing is derived now, and $10,000,000 
is paid out in bounty to sugar producers. 

Still another cause of the deficit is the 
enormous increase: in pensions made under 
the last republican administration. This is 
being cut down by the present administra- 
tion. Commissioner Lochren claims to have 
saved $25,000, 000 by cutting off fraudulent 
pensioners and other economies. 

The new tariff law, now under considera- 
tion in congress, will repeal the sugar 
bounty, saving $10,000,000 a year, and when 
it finally becomes a law the rates will be 
so fixed as to raise the greatest amount 
of revenue. There will be no prohibitive 
duties. The imcome tax alone. will raise 
about $40,000,000 annually, a very low duty 
on sugar will raise $25,000,000 more, and 
the items in the tariff bill proper will bring 
in several hundred million, giving the 
government the greatest amount of reve- 
nue and the people but little taxation on 
the articles they consume. 

Under the new tariff law very soon to be 
enacted there wil! be no further deficien- 
cies. 

telying upon the revenues the new law 
will bring it has been definitely determined 
by the president and Secretary Carlisle 
that there will not be another issue of 
bonds.

THIS WEEK’ WILL FINISH IT. 


Senators Expect to See the Tariff Bill 
vut of the Way This Week. 
Washington, June 24.—Party leaders on 
both sides of the chamber agree, that this 
week will see the tariff bill out of the 
senate. As to the precise date there is a 
divergence of opinion. Senators Harris 
and Jones expect to see the final vote 
taken not later than Tuesday evening. Mr. 
Aldrich, on the republican side, says it 
may be taken, but it will more likely be 
Thursday. Mr. Allison says the vote may 
be taken’ Thursday, Mit he hardly thinks 

It will be reached before Saturday. 

The republicans, it should be understood, 
have not abandoned their intention of fully 
debaiting certain propositions found in the 
bill, such as the sugar schedule, its al- 
leged connection with the trust and the 
investigation now going on. Neither will 
they overlook the abandonment of the 
reciprocal or commercial arrangements 
made under the provisions of the McKinley 
act. They reason that after the conferees 
have made their report and the” policy of 
the controlling party as finally agreed 
upon has become known, there will be 
ample time to discuss these subjects amd 
discuss them in the light of printed in- 
formation as,to what the.party in power 
intends to engraft on the law. For that 


redson there will mot be much discussion | 


on these subjects this week. 

It is believed that the income tax part of 
the bill will be concluded tomorrow and 
possibly the internal revenue paragraph.

A DAY'S GASUALTIES 


Twenty-Five Excarsionists Drowned by 
the Foundering of a Tug. 


A STEAM LAUNCH UPSET IN A STORM 


And Two Young Ladies and a Gen- 
tleman Lose Their Lives. 


BAD WRECK ON THE BALTIMORE & OHIO 


A Train Breaks in*Two on a Trestle and 
the Cars Are Thrown in the Stream 
Bolow~—Several Lives Los‘. 


New York, Jugs %.—The tug James 2. 
Nichols, owned by William Reeves, “f 
Eighty-seventh street, this city, foundered 
gft the Atlantic highlands shortly after 1 
o’clock this afternoon. The Nichols had on 
board a party of excursionists, numbering 
68 persons, and also carried a crew of five 
men. 

As near as can be learned :t this time, 
forty-eight persons were rescued by the 
steamer Algonquin, of the Clyde line and 
the tugs, Governor, Wallace B. Fiint and 
R. J. Moran. This-jeaves twenty-five per- 
sons unaccounted for, and these have prob- 
ably been drowned. The names of theée”vic- 
tims have not all been learned yet, and it 
will probably be several days before'a com- 
plete Hst of the dead can be gathered. 

The tug Nichols was cNartered by an as- 
soctation known as the Herring Fishing 
Club, whose headquarters are at No. 5 
First avenue, this city. The tug, with the 
party on board left the foot of Fiftieth 
street, East river, at 7 o’clock this morning. 
She stopped at‘pier 3, on her way to the 
fishing banks off Seabright, WN. J., where 
several more persons were taken on board, 
making sixty-eight, and the tug started 
nomeward. 

Stories differ as to what happened on 
board the tug. According to one chapter of 
the narrative, the fishermen, to avoid get- 
ting wet, moved around on the dry side of 
the’ vessel—that is, the side where the 
waves did not gtrike her with such force. 
It is claimed by some that this action of 
the passengers resulted in the foundering 
of the tug. With the increased wetzsht on 
one side she toppled over and the water 
ran into her to such an extent that it was 
thereafter impossible to navigate her. She 
‘struggied tor a short distance, and then, as 
the water continued to roll into her, she 
sank further and further into the swells 
and went down. 

By others it is claimed that the shifting of 
the passengers had nothing to do with the 
accident, These allege that the tug was an 
old and rotten affair; that she was terribly 


overcrowded and consequently topheavy,. 


and that when she got into the heavy sea, 
she simply went over. She blew her whistle 
and attracted attention on board of the 
steamersAlzonquin, which was a mile away. 
The Algonquin lowered a life boat, but the 
tuz sank before either the life boat or the 
tugs named came up. 

As she sank out of sight the top of the 
wheelhouse, together with a raft and a life 
boat remained floating on the water. To 
every particle of wreckage clung one or 
more of the drowning throng. The life raft 
was the most sought for and those who 
were so fortunate as to make it were saved. 
The tug’s life boat was found afloat, but 
full of water. In it was the body of a 
drowned man tangled up in fishing lines. 
The water was so rough that the Algon- 
quin made no attempt to pick up her life 
boat, but gave it a line and towed it astern 
until the quarantine was reached. 


The Boat Capsized. 
Brooklyn, N. Y., June 24.—Five persons 
were drowned this morning in the East riv- 
er, about 400 feet from the Atlantic Yacht 
Club at the foot of Fifty-sixth street, 
Brooklyn.. The drowned people, who are at 
present unknown, were two men, two wo- 
men and a child. Another child, a girl 
about two years old, was rescued. They 
were all evidently Swedes or Germans. 
They were in an eighteen-foot catboat, and 
were struck by a squaH that arose about 
10:30 o’clock. The boat capsized, and all 
were thrown into the water and drowned 
except the two-year-old girl. 


STORM AT DETROIT. 


A Steam Launch Upset and Three Per- 
sons Drowned. 

Detroit, Mich., June 24.—After three days 
of excessive heat a storm came up this af- 
ternoon, during which an inen of rain fell 
in iwenty-five minutes and a sixty-mile gale 
blew half of that time. During the gale 
hundreds of trees were uprovted and two 
electric light towers were blown down. 

Caleb BE. Healey, the invertor of the Hea- 
ley steam street car motor, und his two 
daughters and two daughters of Ceptain 
Ortwine, of the fire Jepartm2nat, were out 
in a steam launch near. Belle tse park when 
the storm broke. The launch was upset 
and Healey and the two Ortwine girls were 
drowned. A.passing steamer picked up the 
other two girls. There are rumors that a 
sailing yacht was upset with five persons 
who are reported drowned, but up to a late 
hour tonifHt there is no verification of this 


report. 


FALL OF A WATER TOWER, 
Crushing to Death a Citizen Who Was 
Watching the Drill. 
Columbus, O., June 24.—At 6 o’clock this 
morning, while several companies of the 
city fire department were drilling on the 
public square in front of the board of trade, 
the tall water tower which had been ex- 
tended out too far to 6ne side, overturned 
its truck and fell with a terrible crash. It 
struck a carriage in which James H. Fran- 
cis and his wife were sitting watching the 
evolutions. Francis was instantly killed. 
The carriage was completely wrecked, but 
Mrs. Francis was not sefiously hurt. The 
tower had been recently purchased and was 
never put into actual service. It was ex- 
tended to the height of nearly one hundred 
feet at the time, and its weight was about 
four tons. It was utterly demolished by the

President ‘Carnot, of France, Stabbed 
to the Death at Lyons 


BY SANTO, AN ITALIAN ANARCHIST 


| As the President Was Standing in 


His Carriage Bowing. 


THE ASSASSIN MOUNTS THE CARRIAGE 


And Before His Object Was Known Sinks 
His Knife Into the President's Breast. 
. Attempt to Lynch t:e Man. 


} 

Lyons, June 25.—The most extreme and ine 
tense excitement has been caused in 
France by the assassination of President 
Carnot. To describe the intense excite- 
ment will be almost impossible, The pres- 
ident was visiting Lyons in connection 
With the international exhibition. ‘Upon his

arrival here he was tendered a reception 
at the prefecture, after which he visited 
the exhibition. After spending some time 
at the exhibition he proceeded to the Palais 
de Commerce, where a banquet was given 
in his honor. 

At 9:45 o’clock tonight President Carnot 
started for the theater, where a gala per- 
formance was to be given because of his 
presence in the city. Several carriages 
were in the procession, the first one being 
occupied by President Carnot. The car- 
riage was driven slowly along in front of 
the palace of commerce and then turned 
inte Rue‘de la Republique, still following 
the facade of the palace. 

The Gleaming Blade, 2 

When half-way down the street, which 
was lined with enthusiastic crowds of peo- 
ple who were loudly cheering, a man rush- 
ed out of the crowd and sprang upon the 
step of the president’s landau. Just at 
this moment President Carnot was waving 
his right hand saluting with his hat in his 
left hand in response to the ovation that 
was being given to him by the crowd. The 
people close to the carriage saw that the 


Pman standing on the step had a knife in 


his hand. . 

By the glare of the electric lights they 
saw the bright blade gleaming in the air 
as the assassin’s arm descended, and then 
President Carnot was seen to fall back in 
his seat, his face deathly pale. One of his 
hands was pressed over his heart where 
the steel had entered his body, 

M. Rivaud, prefect of Lyons, who was 
seated beside President Carnot, immediate- 
ly struck the assassin a blow full in the 
face and knocked him from the step, thus 
preventing the man from again stabbing 
the president, which it was his evident in- 
tention to do. . 

Attempt to Lynch the Assassin, 

Instantly cries of “le presidente est assas- 
sine.” “mort a la assassine’ wefe heard 
on every side, and the crowd in the vicinity 
of the carriage swelled to enormous pro- 
portions, every member of it seemingly in- 
tent on killing the assassin. Hée was 
grasped by a dozen hands and his life would 
have then and there paid the forfeit’of his 
crime had it not been for several sergeants 
de ville who seized him and attempted to 
draw him away from his captors. This was 
found to be impossible, as the infuriated 
populace were determined to lynch the 
man, and the efforts of the sergeants 
availed nothing beyond saving the man 
from instant death, ’ 

Blows were aimed at his face and head 
over the shoulders of the police, who had 
by this time arrived, and many of the 
blows landed fairly. At last the police suc- 
ceeded in driving the howling mob back a 
foot or so from their prisoner; but to get 
the captive was a physical impossibility. 

The Policemen’s Struggle. | 

In the meantime the news of the attempt- 
ed murder had spread with lightning-like 
rapidity, and mounted guards were sent to 
the aid of the policemen, who were still 
struggling to preserve the life of the as- 
sassin. With drawn sabers in their hands 
the guards rode down into the swirling 
crowd, which slowly gave way before the 
horses, and at last the center of’ the mob 
was reached. Then a cordon was formed 
around the then almost exhausted police- 
men, and their captive was marched to the 
police station. 

Even thus surrounded the prisoner was 
net safe, as the men in the crowd made, 
frantic endeavors to reach him. The guards 
repelled. these attacks with the flat sides 
of their swords, while at the same time 
keeping watchful eyes upon the crowd to 
prevent the prisoner from being shot. Male- < 
dictions were poured upon the captive and 
never before has such wild indignation 
against a human being been seen in this 
city. * ; 

In the meantime physicians were haéti- 
ly summoned to attend thé president, who 
had almost immediately been conveyed to 
the prefecture. A careful examination was 
made of the wound, and the doctors de- 
clared that the condition of President Car- 
not was hopeless. 

At the Grand Theater. 

The receipt of the news of the assassin- 
sensation at the

dent, and were all unable to understand 


Suddenly a man entered the theater cry- 


voce broken with sobs, “The president has 
just been assassinated.” 

This announcement was received with a 
terrible explosion of fury, as the audience, 
when the first report of the assassination 
was received, had, though greatly excited, 


| generally discredited it, The* theater re- 


sounded with shouts of “mort a la assas- 
sine,” and cries for vengeance upon him. 

When silence was in a measure restored, 
Prefect Rivaud continued: “In the Rue de 
la Republique, a miscreant, under the pre- 
text of presenting a petition, stabbed Pres- 
ident Carnot with a dagger.” 

Prefect Rivaud was again interrupted with 
shouts of ‘‘Death to the murderer!” ‘“Re- 
venge!” “Revenge!” . 

Waving his hand for silence, Prefect Ri- 
vaud spoke again, saying: ; 

“Do not make my mission more painful. 
We left President Carnot im the hands of 
doctors. You ‘understand that under these 
conditions our hearts are filled with sorrow, 
and that the proposed performance in the 


-president’s honor cannot take place.” 


The audience then left the building, many 
of them proceeding at once to the prefect- 
ure, where they stood in the streets waiting 
for reports from the building. 

‘ Death of Carnot. 

Paris, June 25.—President Carnot died at 
12:45 o’clock this morning. 

The assassin is an Italian named Cesare 
Giovanni Sante. 

Description of the Assassin. 

Lyons, June 24.—Santo, the assassin, is a 
beardless young man, twenty or twenty- 
five years old. When arrested he was at- 
tired in a brown suit and wore a peaked 
cap that matched the suit in color. AS 
he marched under his police guard. from 
the rue de la Repyblique to the stution he 
held his head down, but his eyes glanced 
fiercely around, as though,he was seeking 
an opportunity to escape from his captors. 
To have made such an attempt, however, 
would have been the height of foolhardi- 
ness, unless he desired to commit suicide, 
for there is not the siightest doubt that had 
he got away from the protection afforded 
him by the police he would have been torn 
limb: from limb by the crowd, whose every 
action showed that they were. thirsting 
for his blood. 

Santo, who speaks French badly, when 
questioned by Prefect Lepine, at the po- 
lice station in Rue Moliere, said he had 
lived at Cette, department of Herault, for 
the past six months, and had only come 
to Lyons today. He gave his age as twen- 
ty-two years. His replies were given cool- 
ly, but without any sign of bravado. He 
refused, however, to answer any of the 
many questions put to him regarding [fs 
motive for, stabbing thé president, declaring 
that on this subject he would speak only 
before a tribunal. 

When he was searched by the police a 
book was found in one of his pockets, in 
which it was written that he had been 
born in a village in the province of Milan, 
Italy. - ’ 

Santo held a newspaper in his hand as 
he pressed through the crowd and sprang 
upon the steps of the carriage in which 
Carnot sat. He snatched a dagger from 
the folds of the newspaper .and plunged 
it into the president’s abdomen, né@ar the 
liver. Carnot sank back unconscious. 

The news spread swiftiy to-every part 
of the city.. Infuriated crowds filled the 
streets. Before 10 o'clock an Italian res- 
taurant had been sacked and the police 
were obliged to strain every nerve to pro- 
tect the ltalian consulate. 

Raiding Italian Cafes. 

Immediately after the death of M. Carnot, 
Prime Minister Dupuy started on his re- 
turn to Paris to officially announce the news 
to the senate and the chamber of deputies. 

After M. Carnot had been taken to the 
prefecture it became generally known that 
his assassin was an Italian, and the feel- 
ing of deep indignatioh among the crowd 
found vent in the form of attacks upon 
cafes kept by inoffensive natives of Italy. 
Three such places in the vicinity of the 
palace of commerce were totally wrecked 
by the infurlated mob. French flags, which 
were in abundance, were then procured by 
the crowd and with cries of “down with 
the foreigners,’ “out with them,” hun- 
dreds of men and boys marched to the Rue. 
de la Barre, in which street the Italian 
consulate is situated. There is no doubt 
that the consulate would have been sacked 
had it not been for the prompt action of 
the police who stopped the crowd and 
compelled its members to disperse. 

The excitement continues at fever heat, 
and it would take very little to precipitate 
a bloody anti-ltalian riot. All over the city 
threats are made to take summary ven- 
geance upon the countrymen of Santo, and 
the authorities, fearing that attempts will 
be made to put these threats into effect, 
ordered bodies of cuirassiers to patrol the 
city to prevent an outbreak. Everywhere 
the troops are greeted with cries of “long 
live the army!” 

A Cabinet Council Called. 

Paris, June 24.—A cabinet ccuncil has been 
summoned to meet at’l10 o’clock this morn- 
ing to consider the situation and take 
appropriate action in regard to the death of 
the president. Premier Dupuy will confer 
with the presidents of the senate.and the 
chamber of deputies prior to the meeting of 
the cabinet. 

Sketch of Carnot. 

Marie Francois Sadi Carnot, president of 
the French republic, was born at Limoges, 
in August, 1337. He was a grandson of Car- 
not, “the Organizer of Victory’’ under the 
French convention, and was a civil engi- 
neer by profession. At the age of twenty he 
entered as a student the Ecoloe Polytech- 
nique and passed with distinction to a 
school for specia] instruction in the build- 
ing of roads and brjdges. . 

During the siege of Paris, in 1861, he was 
appointed prefect of the Seine infericurer, 
and as commissary general gave valuable 
assistance in organizing the defenses of 
that department. In February, 1871, he 
took his seat in the national assembly as 
deputy for Cote d’Or, and subsequently for 
Beaune. In 1886 he took office in the Bris- 
son cabinet as finance minister. On the 
resignation of M. Grevy, in December, 1887, 
M. Carnot was elected president of the re- 
public. ‘ 
Comment of the Press. 

London, June 25.—The Daily News, in a 
leader on the assassination of President 
Carnot, says:

In difficult and dangerous times he 
has filled his exaited position with a person- 
al dignity and a political sagacity which 
have been of the greatest service to the 
world. He has brought the republic through - 
more than one crisis which has threatened 
its stability, and has kept the country at

Berlin, June 24.—Before starting for Kiel 
Emperor William celebraited a little diplo- 
matic triumph in the settlement of the dis- 
pute over the Anglo-Belgian agreement. 
He influenced Belgium and England te 
come to terms with France and thus pre- 
pared the way for the pacific conclusion 
of the whole incident. It has been ar- 
ranged that a revised convention shall be 
signed in Brussels shortly by the four 
powens concerned. The emperor has been 
reproached on the one side with pursuing 
a narrow German policy and on the other 
with showing a strong English bids, but 
when the protocols shail be made public 
everybody will see that the reproaches of 
both classes are entirely unjust. 

The dispute was settled in harmony with 
‘the recognized principles of international 
law and in the spirit of previous African 
treaties. The English dynasty experienced 
a reverse and Englands land-grabbing 
policy must be laid on ‘the shelf tempo- 
rarily. However, the Engtish government 
by retaining the good will of Germany and 
allaying the hostility of France relieved 
itself of much painful embarrassment in 
European politics. 

Commander Monteil’s African expedition 
was ordered to start from Barzzarville on 
June 2ist for the upper Ubanghi. It will 
proceed, but will be divested of its warlike 
features through a reduction of the fighting 
force and is-likely to be a mere exploring 
party. 

The readiixes of England to abandon 
the Anglo-Belgian agreement has been 
variously explained. The most. iikely of 
the theories broached here is that she 
feared the calling of an African conference, 
in which France would make every effort 
to introduce the Egyptian question. The 
Kruz Zeitung, while finding much fault with 
the settiement of the dispute, expressed 
joy that England has received a moral 
check and exhorts the government to show 
the same energy in dealing with the Sa- 
moan question. France, moreover, is ad- 
vised ‘to pursue her own policy in Siam, re 
gardiess of English schemes. 

Arendt’s Plan. 

The details of Deputy Dr. Arendt’s inter~ 
view with a French reporter on England's 
foreign policy have-been reproduced gen- 
erally by the German press and his plan 
of a French-German alliance to drive Eng- 
land out of African, not even excepting 
Egypt, has been the subject of innumer- 
able leaders. The Tageblatt says that 
Arendt’s plan is a pernicious dream. Giv- 
ing Egypt to France, it says, would never 
result in a surrender of the French claims 
upon Alsace and Lorraine. Although Dr. 
Arendt’s knowledge of foreign affairs is 
regarded as very limited, he has caused 
a large sensation by the uniqueness of his 
project. 

Another Scandal. 

The. Colmar Zeityng, in Reichland, 
announced on Friday that Cutenants, Al- 
brech, Baldinger and Karl Brenzinger had 
been convicted of scandalous conduct. The 
trial was held in Strassburg. Many other 
officers were compromised by the dis- 
coveries which led to Baidinger and 
Brenzinger’s arrest, but the majority of 
them fled 'to Switzerland. The local news- 
papers hint that several commissioned 
officers in the Strassburg garrison are in 
trouble on account of revelations made 


,at the trial and that another series of dis- 


closures and -arrests is at na These 
scandals, together with the ~ Hanover 
<ambling cases, the Farkas trial and Herr 
von Kotze’s fall, haveafforded the social 
democrats and antisemites a text for 
many reflections on the foulness of high 
society ‘in the empire. 

The yachting regatta which opened to- 
day in Kiel will end next Friday. 

Young Prince Aldelbert, who accome 
panied his father to Kiel, will be presented 
to the naval battalion as the youngest 
lieutenant in the German marine service. 

Deputations from all German ports have 
gone to Kiel, but they camnot restore the 
interest which the races lost through the 
withdrawal of all the Danish and. severaj 
of the Swedish yachts. 

The police who provoked this Danish and 
Swedish boycott, by excluding Danish ac- 
tors from the Schleswig theaters, are 
severely censured. 

Emperon William’s Trip. 

Emperor William will start northward on 
the Honhenzolleren July 2lst. He will leave 
behind a superb silver cup to be given to 
the winner of the international amateur 
rowers’ match July l4th. Kiderlen-Wae- 
cheter, Prussian minister to Hamburg, will 
present the cup in the emperor’s behalf. 

Recently Kiderien-Waecheter fulfilled hig 
official obligation to call upon Prince Bis- 
marck. He remained but a few minutes at 
the castle and was not urged to prolong 
his call. The old chancellor is said to 
have shown plainly his belief in the Kiad- 
derdalsch stories that Kiderlen-Waecheter 
had made a business of prejudicing the em- 
peror’s mind against him. .

Answers from Our Cotton Manufacturers 
to a Series of Questions 


AS TO THE CAUSE OF DEPRESSION 


Different Views Eixpreased by the Mill 
Owners—What They Buggest as a 
Remedy for the Dull Times. 


Washington, June 24.—(Special.)—The 
penate finance committee has just printed 
the bulletin of answers from southern cot- 
ton manufacturers to its series of questions. 
Some of the answers are interesting. It is 
also interesting to note how different are 
the views of our. Georgia cotton manufac- 
turers on the cause of the depression 
throughout the country. 

The following extracts from answers are 
worth reading: 

The Bibb Manufacturing Company, of Ma- 
con, answers that they manufacture coarse 
yarns; do not reqire a high rate of duty on 
them, and one-third reduction from the Mc- 
Kinley Jaw would not injure them. They 
have no foreign competition. 

The Roswell Manufacturing Company, of 
Roswell, Ga., says: ‘““‘The causes of the de- 
pression are the free trade policy and ultra 
legislation directly in that line.”’ 

The Warren Manufacturing Company, of 
Oregon, Tenn., sends these strange answers: 

“None of our component materials are 
dutiable. 

‘“‘We need a duty to protect us even with 
free raw material. 

“Our recommendation is to let the tariff 
act of 1890 stand. That is not what is the 
matter with the country.” 

The Wahoo Manufacturing Company, of 
Newnan, Ga. says: “Our business has been 
depressed on account of prospective legisla- 
tion on the tariff, as we make carpet warps, 
and the demand for our goods is light, as 
the carpet men say they will be hurt by the 
Wilson bill.’’ 

The Kennon Manufacturing Company, of 
Brunswick, Ga., says: “In case the tariff 
is taKen off the cotton yarns we wili either 
have to cut wages so gs to come in com- 
petition with the pauper classes of Eng- 
land, or close our mill. The question is, 
whether the American laborer will work 
for the pittance paid in Germany and Eng- 
land. There has been no money made in 
our business for some time. We believe in 
protection.”’ 

The Morris Southern Cotton Yarn Manu- 
facturing Company, of Panola, Ga., sensi- 
bly says: “My remedy to correct the pres- 
ent depression in trade would be to have 
congress pass the Wilson bill, coin the sil- 
ver bullion and put it in circulation and do 
it at once, and go home, and business 
would at once revive, and the hard times 
would be a thing of the past. What we 
need is more money and a settled condition 
of affairs.”’ . 

The Athens Manufacturing Company, of 
Athens, Ga., says: “I would say fix a duty 
that would pay the expenses of the govern- 
ment, make it ad valorem, and like the 
laws of the Medes and Persians, which 
alter not, for at least one century. What 
we suffer under most is the continual tam- 
peging of congress with the commerce of the 
country. We should always be allowed 
to get back to health, when health is once 
lost, in a directly opposite course from the 
way we lost the health; that is to say, if 
we overwork we regain health through the 
channels of rest. If we play the prodigal 
we must pay the debt by repentance.” 
“The Randolph Manufacturing Company, of 
Cuthbert, Ga., expatiates at length, among 
Other things saying: 

‘It is time to call a halt and consider 
where we are. We have had too much leg- 
islation from a selfish point of view. What 
has broken-almost all the railroads in the 
country? Almost all this trouble south 
has ocourred under the law of congress. 
' Freight rates have increased since congress 
passed a law putting the railroads under a 
government board, paid by the government, 
to supervise thé railread business of the 
country. Millions of money have been lost 
by the people, and why? Because of the 
dishonesty of the management of these 
properties under the contro! of the govern- 
ment board, to make the dishonesty respect- 
able. There is but one rule for the con- 
duct of business; that is, the law of supply 
and demand and holding every one to strict 
account for their comduct personally. The 
less legislation we have to control trade the 
better for the country and people of all 
classes. Why are cotton, corn and wheat 
below the cost of production? The greed 
of gain, manipulation of future dealers and 
the moneyed monopoly of United States 
banks, who have the finances of the coun- 
try in their grip. Repeal the 10 per cent 
tax on state banks; then we will have a cur- 
rency to meet the demand of the country, 
and not until then. You may cut off the 
branches of a tree and it will put out 
_ again; take it up by the roots and you kill 
it. Monopolies have had their day and well 
nigh ruined the masses of producers—south 
and west and north—only such as live by 
protection.’’ | 

The Graniteville Manufacturing Com- 
pany, of Augusta, says: 

“I do not know that any rate of duty is 
necessary for me to compete with other 
countries on the style of goods I produce, 
as I compete with the English market in 
China, and we (this country) could capture 
the trade of South America if we had the 
same facilities that the English have. * *° 
Since writing the above I find that there 
is a duty of 2 per cent a square yard on the 
goods that I make, and the Wilson bil 
proposes 1 per cent. I hope the 2 per cent 
will remain. - I want a duty to cover the 
expenses of the government and no income 
tax 


“I stand on the democratic platform— 
revenue for the support of the government 
and incidental protection.”’ 

President HDstes, of-the King Manufactur- 
ing Company, of Augusta, says: 

“In my opinion, the main cause of the 
present depression was the fright of the 
business community created by the agita- 
tion of the silver question. The remedy 
to have corrected the fright would have 
been a repeal, out and out, of the so-called 
Sherman law, and concurrently passing a 
law for the free and unlimited coinage of 
Silver and gold at their present ratio, to-wit, 
16 to 1. 

“One thing to help matters now, in our 
opinion, is to repeal the law conditionally 
taxing the issue of state banks.” 

He also gays: 

“As we have exported, since we com- 
‘menced operations, about 40,000 bales of 
goods, we have floticed that the fluctuations 
of prices, both at home and abroad, has 
kept pace almost exactly with the variations 
in the price of silver. From our past ob- 
Servations and experience we think, now 
that the government seems determined to 
bring us to a gold basis, that ali sorts of 
commodities will have to be reduced in 
price, The most difficult thing to reduce 
that we have to deal with is labor, 
which can, in a great measure, control its 
own price, as it is the only thing that can 
talk when you go to buy it. The bringing 
of this and all other countries to a gold 
pasis will practically double fhe indebted- 
ness of all the debtor class and work great 
hardship to a very large percentage of the 
peopie of this country, both farmers and 
small householders, and especially to all 
persons who are carrying life insura@ce. 
The insurance company will collect the same 
amount of money from the man who has 
his life insured whether the price of gold 
goes up or down, but as it is all the time 
increasing im our country, whatever the 
increase may be, it will require that much 
more labor to pay what the insured agreed 
to pay when he took out his policy, and the

lic men. This assassin struggled out of 
an enthusiastic crowd and was allowed to 
get on the step of the carriage, possibly in 
@ momentary laxation of watchfulmess of 
those having it in charge.” 

#The Daily Chronicle says: “Lincoln died 
in a theater at the hand of a lunatic, en- 
raged at the defeat of the confederacy 
which the president intended to let down so 
gently. President Garfleld fell Nkewise 
by the bullet of one who was not mad, 
save in- a political sense, and died after 
two months of anguish. These are the 
only parallels that history affords to the 
flendish atrocity of last night; forthe assas- 
sination of the head of a free state has little 
in common with that of the assassination of 
a despot. It is understood that Président 
Carnot did not intend to seek a re-election, 
that might have been his for the asking. 
He was content, having done his duty 
blamelessly and impartially, to- retire to 
private life, carrying the good will of the 
nation, the confidence of statesmen and the 
approbation of his own conscience. Who 
was to succeed him was becoming an urgent 
question. And yet we must turn frém the 
contemplation of it, the mind beihg capable 
for the moment iof ‘only realizing the 
height and depth ef the catastrophe and the 
appalling suddenness of the shock. Society 
cannot be stunned even by a blow like this 
and it is only too probable that the foul 
deed will give a handle to the apostles of 
reaction throughout Europe. Yet will the 
heart of every man in the world, who is a 
man, turn toward that deathbed in the 
great and beautiful city on the Rhone, in 
a prefecture which has been occupied for 
nigh four and twenty years by some of the 
ablest French administrators. The human 
tragedy sypplants for today the political 
aspects of the assassination. 

“Never was a man less likely to excite 
personal vengeance and unless we are to 
suppose that he has been the victim of a 
madman’s frenzy, it must be assumed thai 
he has been stricken because he did not 
pardon the anarchists who were recently 
guillotined for the murder of innocent 
men and women. All questions of the pol- 
icy and measures to be taken, and the con- 
sequences even, are beside the subject of 
the moment. Carnot is lying dead, slain by 
the wild injustice of a blind savage. A 
president, who was elected by the united 
representatives of a free people, resting his 
authority on manhood suffrage, and near- 
ing the end of his term of office, and who 
sustained with the quiet dignity and charm 
of high personal character the growing con- 
fidence of all that is good and sound in 
France, has fallen from his high estate and 
welters in his blood. A madness so perfect- 
ly imbecile as that of his assassin the world 
has never yet known.” 

Seizure of Telegraph Lines. 

London, June 24.—The French government 
has seized the telegraph lines. All news 
from France since the seizure has come 
over the long-distance telephone. 

No Official Notification. 

Washington, June 24.—Neither the state 
department nor the French legation has 
been notified of the assassination of Presi-+- 
dent Carnot. 


AUSTRIAN SOCIALISTS. 


A Large Meeting at Vienna—Conflict 
with the Police. 

Vienna, June 24.—An immense meeting of 
socialists was held in the Prater today, it 
being estimated that fully 26,000 were pres- 
ent. The object of the meeting was to de- 
clare in favor of universal suffrage, for 
which the Austrian workingmen have been 
agitating for a long time. The speakers 
urged that the agitation be continued un- 
til the demand was conceded. It was the 
intention of the socialists to have a proces- 
sion through the principal streets of the 
city, but this was prevented by detach- 
ments of mounted and foot police. A slight 
conflict between the would-be paraders and 
the police occurred, and two of the social- 
ists were arrested, The crowd attempted 
to rescue the prisoners and the police were 
obliged to use their swords and revolvers +o 
retain the two men, The crowd sang a 
number of revolutionary songs, but there 
was no gerious disturbance. 


TARSNEY AT HOME, 


Bat Is Suffering from the Rough 
Treatment He Received. 
Denver, Col., June 24.—Adjutant General 
Tarsney is safe at home, not} much the 
worse for his adventures with the masked 
men. He has some blisters caused by the 
too liberal use of coal oil to free him from 
the tar, but he will suffer no serious harm. 
When he was turned leose after the tar 
and feathers had been applied, his face was 
turned toward Palmer lake and he was told 
never to show his face in Cripple Creek or 
Colorado Springs again. He walked four- 
teen miles before he applied for aid at a 
ranch house. Help was promptly given him. 
After the tar was removed a man who had 
been one of the Cripple Creek deputies took 
him to Palmer lake in his buggy and thence 

he came by rail to Denver. 
A Mass Meeting at Denver. 

Denver, Col., June %4.—A mass meeting 
of about 50,000 people was held in Lincoln 
park this afternoon to condemn the outrage 
perpetrated upon Adjutant General Tars- 
ney Saturday morning at Colorado Springs. 
Governor Waite was received with tumul- 
tuous applause and when be hotly spoke 
his views of the outrage the crowd 
cheered wildly and cries of “Give it to 
thetn” were frequently heard. Resolutions 
were adopted demanding the punishment 
of the perpetrators and declaring that if 
the peace officers of Colorado Springs did 
not act some means will be made to bring 
the miscreants to justice. 

Governor Waite will issue a proclama- 
General Tarsney was very weak to- 
day and he still suffers keenly from his 
injuries. A story is current that five depu- 
ties went out of Denver on the night of 
the assault on Tarsney and returned the 
following day from the. suuth. A paper 
was picked up at Palmer lake containing 
a description of the assault and the threat 
that Governor Waite would come next. 


Frye’s Arrival at Washington. 

Washington, June 24.—The California con- 
tingent of the army of the unemployed, 
12% strong, under command of General Frye, 
entered Georgetown this morning, a few 
minutes before 8 o’clock on their canal boat 
and marched out to the Coxey camp at 
Biadenburg. The men were anything but 
enthusiastic and were famished for food 
and tobacco.

A VIGOROUS CAMPAIGN BEING WAGED 


Prominent Orators and Big Barbecues the 
Order of the Day—Colonel Scott for 
Congress—Other Notes. 


Montgomery, Ala., June 24.—(Special.)— 
Colonel Oates spoke yesterday at Millport, 
in Lamar county, and Friday he spoke at 
Carroliton, Pickens county. Both of these 
places are distant from a railroad or from 
telegraphic communication, The colonel is 
getting close to the country people and 
closer to the Kolbites than is comfortable 
for the opposition. He will cover Fayette, 
Marion and Lauderdale counties next week, 
and will probably reach other of the Ten- 
nessee river counties. He will reach Bir- 
mingham July ist, and on Monday night, 
July 2d, he will speak in the Wigwam in 
that city. The next day there will be a 
grand barbecue at Warrior, Jefferson coun- 
ty, at which Colonel Oates and other dis- 
Samianes speakers will address the pedo- 
Dp eC. 


Colonel Scott Will- Run. s 


Colonel 8S. 8S. Scott, of Russell county, 
has practically announced his candidacy 
for thé congressional nomination from the 
third Alabama district at the hands of the 
democrats. Probably more interest is taken 
in the result of the nomination in this dis- 
trict than in any other in the state, for 
the reason that the place to be filled is the 
one to be surrendered by Colonel Oates, 
and also because it will require a strong 
and good man to carry the district by a 
creditable majority. 

Colonel Scott states his position very 
plainly. He thinks the tariff should be re- 
formed by Seeking to lower the duties upo 
the importation of necessities, by placin 
some of them on the free list and by mak- 
ing property shoulder, at least, a small 
‘part of the government expenses through 
an income tax. He thinks the prohibitary 
tax of 10 pe? cent on state bank issues 
should be repealed. He says: 

Of all the measures of reform, subordi- 
nate to that of the tariff, this is by far the 
most valuable and far-reaching. I do not 
except even silver coinage. Indeed, the re- 
peal of the state bank tax would indirectly 
do much toward the:settlement of the sil- 
ver question upon a satisfactory basis—a 
direct settlement of which, upon its own 
merits, owing to the widely divergent opin- 
ions of democrats as to the best mode of 
reaching it, seems to be unfortunately some- 
what remote. Were that tax repealed, and 
provision made for redeeming state bank 
notes in coin, there would at once arise 
a demand for silver, which would bring 
into use every ounce of that metal mined, 
or to be mined, in this country. It would 
most infallibly sain start the western 
man to digging silver ore; and the United 
States mints to coining silver bullion. In ad- 
dition to this, such repeal would adminis- 
ter an effectual check to the terrible and 
dangerous power now exercised by nation- 

ks in regulating the currency circula- 
tion of the country. In other words, the 
operation of state banks as banks of issue 
would give the pocwte control of the banks, 
which now contro] them, and control them 
too, as only the most merciless tyrants 
control their unfortunate bubjects. 

; Absolute and unconditional repeal, for 
which southern democrats are about a 
unit, has lately been defeated in congress. 
Northern and eastern democrats base their 
opposition to it, not upon the idea of any 
repeal being unrequired, but upon the sup- 
position of the inability of unconditional 
repeal to accomplish what its friends de- 
mand for it. They want, as they say, a 
broader measure—one that, while ‘re. 
pealing this tax, will make state 
bank currency a medium of exchange 
throughout the whole country—in other 
words, as they say again, they ‘want the 
repeal accompanied with provisions afford- 
ne & guaranty for the re emption of state 
bank notes, and for regular @xaminations 
and reports as to the condition of these 
banks, for the benefit of the public.

In the meantime Teddy is making good 
all his words and is now at Savannah, 
where he will play three games. The ru- 
mor that. he had disbanded at Charleston 
had frightened the Savannah people, but 
now this has been changed. Sullivan ap- 
pears to mean what he says and declares 
that he will stay in the league as long as 
there is a club to play.

Savannah, Ga., June 24,—(@pecial.)—Ted- 
dy Sullivan and his team arrived here this 
morning.

A TALK WITH SENATOR BUTLER. 


He Is Satisfied with the First Week’s 
Tilt with Tillman. 

Cdlumbia, 8. C., June 24.—(Special.)—Sena- 
tor Butler spent today quietly resting in 
Columbia, after his week’s campaign la- 
bors. When I called on him this after- 
noon he was perfectly willing to be inter- 
viewed, and spoke unreservedly. 

‘Well, senator, are:you satisfied with the 
week's work?’ I asked. 

‘Yes, I am very well satisfied with the 
week’s work,”’ he replied. “If Tillman’s 
strength is shown by the hand primaries, 
he is beaten. For instance at Yorkville, 
where there were about 700 voters, the hand 
primary did not show more than 150; some 
think not that many; and at Lancaster, 
with about 800 people present, there were 
not 200 hands in the air, although some of 
the crowd held up both hands. At Ches- 
ter he did not take a hand primary. At 
every place we have spoken | had as many 
and at some places more than Tillman, 
notably at Sumter, At Camden there were 
not more than three or four hundred voters, 
the rest of the crowd of about two hun- 
dred being boys, negroes and people from 
other counties. At least one-third of the 
crowd at Sumter were negroes, attracted 
there, I understand, mainly as a compli- 
ment to the Tillmanite returning board for 
giving the negro, Murray, his seat in con- 
gress and turning down Moise. This at 
least was the explanation given to me.” 

“Do you expect to attend all the meet- 
ings?’’ 

“Yes, and I find I am in better condition 
than when we begun, having trained down 
somewhat and feel better in every way. A 
very imperfect idea can be formed of 
these campaign meetings from the newspa- 
per accounts. The headlines and body of 
the dispatches contain the sensational fea- 
tures ‘and appear in some instances at 
least to be colored to my disadvantage, 
but I presume the correspondents have 
poor opportunities for observation, as their 
attention is centered on their pencils and 
paper most of the time.” 

“Is the debate likely to increase in bit- 
terress?" 

“No, I think not. As a rule the people 
are anxious to hear and they listen respect- 
fully. You know a half uwzen men in a 
crowd can make a tremendvus racket and, 
according to my observatio.., not more than 
that number attempted it, and this only in 
one or two placés.

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The Negro in the North. 
Governor Hogz, of Texas, genial, ob- 
servant and good-humored, has been 
traveling around a little in the north. 
He has seen several things that attract- 
ed his attention, and noted the absence 
of others that aroused his astonishment. 
In New York the other day he inno- 
cently asked a Sun reporter why it is 
that there are no negroes sitting as mem- 
bers of the constitutional convention. 
The reporter seratched his head and 
asked for time to file an answer. 
Whereupon the genial governor of 
Vexas lifted his eyebrows and unade this 
rémark: 

Why is it that there are no negroes in 
your legislature, and I understand there 
are none in the legislature of Massachu- 
setts. Yet from this New England country 
comes all the complaints that the negro is 
not having a fair show. If he is a good 
man to make the laws in the southern 
states why isn’t he a good man to send to 
the legislatures of northern states for the 
same purpose? 

It is very funny about the north and 
the negro. When he is out of sight— 
away down south, for instance—he is an 
object of great sympathy and venera- 
tion, but when he is on hand—personally 
in evidence, as it were—he is something 
less than a cipher. Politically he holds 
the balance of power between the two 
parties in several of the northern states, 
but he is not allowed to hold any polit- 
ical office. He has demonstrated that 
he is a good artisan and a pretty fair 
workman—he is not permitted to come 
in competition with white men at the 
north. 

Only in one particular does he receive 
the same treatment in both sections. 
When he makes a beastly assault on a 
white woman at the north he is lynechéd 
with as much ceftainty and celerity as 
he is at the south. 

But in all other matters the treatment 
the negro receives in the two seetions is 
entirely different. In the south all 
trades, callings and professions are open 
to him, and he is frequently elected to 
office and installed therein. 

No wonder Governor Hogg was as- 
tonished. 
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The South in the North. 

Some esteemed friend in New York, 
knowing that The Constitution is: inter- 
ested in the movement which resulted in 
the recent effort to get the capitalists of 
the metropolis to meet and consider the 
question of southern development, sends 
ns a2 marked copy of a New York news- 
paper, in which there is a sort of apol- 
ogy for the lack of interest displayed in 
the matter by the capitalists whose 
names had been signed to the call for 
the meeting. 

We have not taken the trouble to read 
the article that is marked. The head- 
lines convey all the information that is 
necessary: “Forgot the Guests—New 
Yorkers Negiected Their Southern Visi- 
tors. Many Signed the Call. But 
When the Meeting Took Place Only a 
Few Attended. The Slight Not Inten- 
tional. Much Talk, However, Was 
Caused by the Action of Local Mer- 
chants in Absenting Themselves.” 

In discussing yesterday a paragraph 
taken from The Tribune in regard to 
this meeting, in which “a prominent 
southerner and an ex-confederate was 
represented as giving a very gloomy re- 
port of the condition of things in this 
section, we referred to the spirit of sec- 
tional prejudice that had been fed and 
nurtured by the republican politicians 
and editors of the north, and’ showed 
how their calumnics, invented purely for 
political effect, had worked untold and 
well nigh irreparable injury to the inter- 
ests of this section, and, through these, 
to the interests of the whole country. 

Curiousiy enough, The Tribune of 
Saturday contains an article explaining 
the feeling of disappointment expressed 
by some of the influential citizens of the 
south who attended the meeting. “We 
regret to learn,” The Tribune gravely 
remarks, “that the southern delegates 
to this convention were disappointed at 
the absence of many northern capital- 
ists whom they had expected to meet,” 
and it adds that if everything were as 
lovely in the south as the delegates de- 
clared it to be, there would be no reason 
for the indifference of some whose pres- 
ence and interest had been relied on. 

With this gentle hint as a basis, The 
Tribune goes on to remark that the rhet- 
oricians may say what they choose about 
the absence of disturbing questions in 
Georgia and the south. but they know 
that “there is no such thing as a fair 
election in Georgia” and in other south- 
ern states. “Men holding different po- 
litical opinions from those in authority 
there do not now generally expect to be 
shot down or driven out in consequence, 
but they-do expect to suffer in various 
ways if they declare their opinions, and 

to be counted out when they vote them.”

off, and blandly exhibits them as the 
main reason why the merchants and 
capitalists of New York city remained 
away from the meeting. 

While such a performance is out of 
tune with the feeling that exists be- 
tween the sensible people of the north 
and south, we regret to say thaf it is 
entirely characteristic of The Tribune 
and other republican newspapers, which 
haye somehow become impressed with 
the belief that sectionalism with cal- 
umny for its basis is necessary to the 
well being of their party. It is astrange 
note for .any American journalist to 
strike at this hour of the day, and we 
that it will not be 
struck by any editor who has a keen 
sense of the responsibilities of his posi- 
tion. ‘ 


A Reign of Terror. 

The insurgent miners in Colorado sgem 
to have things all their own way. 

When they kidnaped Adjutant Gen- 
eral Tarsney the other night and 
stripped and tarred and feathered him 
they showed their readiness to defy’ the 
highest authority of the state, regard- 
less of the consequences. No similar 
outrage has ever occursed in this coun- 
try. Rioters have sometimes murdered 
the commanders of the forces’ sent 
against them, but there is no instance 
on record where they have ever cap- 
tured the highest military official of their 
state and forced him to submit to such 
an indignity as the one reported from 
Colorado Springs. r 

The incident is only a foretaste of 
what will happen if the state authori- 
ties anywhere temporize with King Mob 
and permit him to set up a government 
of his own. For several weeks in six 
or seven states the sheriffs and the mi- 
litia have been fooling with large ar- 
mies of striking miners. Blood has been 
shed and property has been destroyed, 
but no determined effort has yet been 
made to restore peace and order. There 
is too much of this sort of thing going 
on in the country, and it is filling the 
heads of the lawless and desperate with 
the devil’s own ideas. If anarchy can 
spread through six states in as many 


weeks, what is to prevent it from show- | 


ing itself in every state? If it is so 
easy for a few outlaws to capture and 


tar and feather the adjutant general of 


Colorado, it will be just as easy for them 
to make governors and presidents the 
victims of the same brutal treatment. 

It is time to see what virtue there is 
in the strong arm of the law. It will 
not do to deal gently with King Mob. 
Moral suasion is wasted upon this mon- 
ster. The only thing to do is to smash 
him when he first shows his head. If 
the proper steps had been taken in Col- 
orado at the start that state would not 
now be under a reign of terror. 

There is not a bit of reason for the ex- 
istence of anarchy in any state. All 
that the officers of the law have to do is 
to do their duty when the trouble begins. 
Delay is the cause of all the present dis- 
order. Prompt action would have made 
it impossible fer the rioters to organize. 
Tt is not too late to teach ‘the enemies of 
law and order a salutary lesson. Where- 
ever they are needed sheriffs’ posses and 
the militia should hunt down the organ- 
ize mobs in their states and disperse 
them. Nothing will be gained by wait- 
ing. The supreme duty is the immediate 
re-establishment of order.

Coxey’s Congressional Race. 

A correspondent writing from Mclin- 
ley’s district says that Coxey’s candi- 
dacy for congress is no longer a joke. 

The populists nominated the common- 
wealer a few weeks ago, and4aow it is 
said that the workingmen in the two old 
parties declare that they will support 
him, hoping that a change will better 
their condition, and it is even rumored 
that the democratic congressional con- 
vention will endorse him. Bets are also 
offered that Alliance, which is usually 
republican by 500, will give Coxey a 
majority this fall. 

Doubtless this is a highly colored story 
of the situation. The present congress- 
man from McKimley’s district two years 
ago overcome an adverse majority of 
3,000 and was elected by a plurality of 
1,200. Now, as the dissatisfaction with 
McKinleyism is growing, and as the 
masses are clamoring for financial re- 
lief, the democrats have a splendid op- 
portunity to roll up a big majority this 
year by simply nominating a strong 
candidate pledged to support the Chi- 
cago platform. 

Agitators like Coxey will not get many 
votes when the people see a genuine 
democrat in the field pledged to carry 
out the platform of his party. The sur- 
est way to win another democratic vic- 
tory in the general elections is to assure 
the people that the fight for the free 
coinage of silver and a revenue tariff 
will be continuéd wntil thése pledges 
are redeemed.

Secking Homes in Africa. 

The London Post thinks that the de 
crease of emigration to the United 
States is not so much due to the exclu- 
sion laws as it is to the fact that the 
west has had its day, and that the tide 
of emigration has turned towards Africa. 
Tt declares that the omnipotence of cap- 
ital in this country has grown into an 
almost intolerable tyranny, and has 
driven the farmer and the workingman 
to the wall. , 

Surprising as this view may seem to 
many of our readers, it is, nevertheless, 
a fact that the rush to Africa has not 
only resulted in the establishment of 
many European colonies in the dark 
continent, but has also led a number of 
Americans to organize with a view to 
settling In eastern Africa, about 600 
miles north of Zanzibar, on both sides 
of Juba river. for about 450 miles in- 
land. It fs-not the intention to estab- 
lish missions. It will be a free settle- 
ment. Rice, sugar, tobacco and rubber 
are the natural products of that region, 
and cattle. sheep and horses do well in 
that climate. Already about 3,000 
American workingmen, principally in 


the west, have signified their desire to 


join the new colony, and it is believed 


that the settlers will be ready in about | 
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ucts. 
With our experience of Africa in 
America we do not see why anybody 
should wish to try America in Africa. 
There is plenty of room in this covntry 
for hundreds of millions of people. In 
Burope the density of population is 
ninety inhabitants to the square mile, 
and only taventy to the square mile in 
the United States. A statistician says: 
When we find England sustaining 50 in- 


habitants to the square mile; Ireland, 143; 
Scotland, 135; France, 320;. Germany, 233; 


‘Russia, 42; Avstria, 166; Italy, 260; Spain, 


86; Portugal, 136; Sweden, 28; Norway, 16; 
Denmark, 133; Holland, 350; Belgium, 330; 
Switzerland, 190, and Greece, 88, it is rather 
extravagant for any one to talk about the 
United States being crowded, with only an 
average of twenty inhabitants to the square 
mile, or of Kelly’s army having been crowd- 
ed out of California while there are less 
than two individuals to the square mile of 
territory. > 

By the last census there were 1,947,289 
square miles of territory in the United 
States, where there were only two people 
to the square mile. There were 592,U3/ 
square miles which averaged from two to 
six individuals to each; £93,943 square miies 
that averaged from six to cighteen popula- 
tion; 701,845 square miles that averaged 
from eighteen te forty-five population; 235,- 
148 square miles that averaged from forty- 
five to ninety, and only 25,312 square miles 
where the population was above ninety to 
the square mile. We could take this great- 
est average of density of population dnd 
multiply it by five before we should reach 
the crowded condition of England or Bel- 
gium. There is plenty of room in America 
yet, for North Dakota nas only two inhabi- 
tants to.the square mile; South Dakota, 
four; New Mexico, ohe and a fourth, and 
Montana, Wyoming, Arizona, Nevada and 
Idaho less than one. 

Admitting that the west has been too 
rapidly developed, an inviting field for 
home seekers will be found in the south, 
where they will be able to make a good 
Start without suffering any of the hard- 
ships of frontier life. Those who prefer 
Africa are doubtless of an adventurous 
spirit, and they are moved by a desire 
to cast off the restraints of civilized life. 

It is nonsense to say that in this coun- 
try the omnipotence of capital is an al- 
most intolerable -tyranny. While our 
people haye the ballot it is in their power 
to shape our governmental, social and 
industrial affairs to suit themselves. 
They can check the growing oppression 
of capital when they will, auld if we suf- 
fer from a bad economie system it is 
because the people are willing to sub- 
mit to it. Africa may offer temptations 
to the crowded population of Europe, 
but it would be the wildest folly for the 
farmers of the west to go there, when 
they can come south and grow up with 
what is bound to be the most prosper- 
ous section of the republic. America in 
Africa is an unnecessary experinrent. 


Only a Pair of Socks. 


Jerry Simpson was made famous by 
the story that he wore no socks, but 
Senator Call has suddenly leaped into 
notoriety by wearing socks and by ex- 
hibiting them. 

The other day when Senator Kyle 
was speaking he was surprised to see a 
pair of big blue socks on his desk, and 
another glance showed that they con- 
tained the feet of the senior senator 
from Florida. Mr. Kyle at once moved 
down the aisle and continued his speech, 
and several senators in the vicinity of 
Mr. Call ntoved over to the other side 
of the chamber. The FPloridian calmly 
gazed at his pretty blue socks and 
gently fanned them with a big palm 
leaf. Close observers assert that the 


senator was seen to wiggle his toes, but. 


it is possible that they were mistaken. 

The incident was telegraphed all over 
the country and the newspapers are full 
of it. It is the sensation of the day, and 
yet there is nothing in it. Mr. Call 
wanted it known that he wore socks, 
and yet was not putting on airs.

Draughn, the Great Unknown, Wants to 
See Atlanta Again. 


WRITES A LETTER TO DETECTIVE CASON 


It Soundsa Little Shaky—The First Nows 
from Draughn Since His Departure 
for North Carolina. 


J. J.. Draughn, the erstwhile great un- 
known, the human mystery, the “man 
without a name,’ whose phenomenal con- 
Gition last winter puzzled the doc- 
tors and kept the detectives guessing, is 
coming back to Atlanta. 

Saturday Detective Ed Cason received a 


letter from Draughn,written from Cowpens, ; 


S. C., in which he stated that he had an 
indefinable yearning to see Atlanta again 
and would come in a few months to make 
this place his home, Since his eventful 
trip to California this is the first news 
from Draughn and there is a peculiar inco- 
herency about the epistle which shuws 
that he has not yet quite recovered from 
the acute inflammation of the gray mat- 
ter which made his case one of she strong- 
est known in the annals of freakology. 

One cold night last December he was 
found half dead between the railroad 
tracks near the Montgomery crossing. Be- 
sides the gaping wound which some un- 
known assailiant gave him he was stiff 
from cold and exposure. After deing taken 
to the Grady hospital all hope of his re- 
covery was given up and for two days he 
was momentarily expected to shuffle: off 
the coil. Unaccountable it was, but one 
morning he took a sudden turn and in a 
week’s time was able to sit up. 

Then came the mystery. Although ap- 
parently rational and thoroughly conver- 
sant with things abbut him and the per- 
sons who attended him, not a word ceuld 
he say about his past life, not a fact con- 
nected with his condition when found. In 
fact he was seemingly lost to everything 
except the vague perceptions which came 
to him after recovering from the wound on 
his head. His identity was gone glimmer- 
ing. All efforts to locate the stranger were 
futile at first and for three weeks his 
mental faculties were in a pluperfect state 
of innocuous desuetude. 

One morning in some inexplicable way 
he regained his identity. That is, he found 
that his name was Draughn and that he 
came from some part of North Carolina. 

When he had completely recovered physi- 
cally Detective Ed Cason, who had shown 
great interest in tha case, volunteered to 
locate the man in the Tar Heel State. The 
trip is chiefly impressed upon the memory 
of Detective Cason, because of a twenty 
miles’ ride which he went through with 
during a hard storm near Murphy. 

Draughn was left with the aged parents 
of a young girl, to whom he had been en- 
gaged and who had died since his depar- 
ture. 

After Draughn had gone it was discover- 
ed from replies to the yartous advertise- 
ments which were epread abroad concern- 
ing him that he was a bigamist of the 
most improved order and that no less than 
six of his wives were scattered in Georgia, 
Alabama and North Carolina. 

From Draughn himself no news has ever 
come until the letter which Mr. Cason re- 
cejved Saturday. From the tone of this 
it is thought that the man is still a little 
dazed. 


ON A TRUB BILL. 


A Young Street-Car Cenductor in 
Jail. 


Among the various true bills found by 
the grand jury last week was one against 
G. B. Smith, charging him with embez- 
zliement. 

Smith is a young man who has been for 
the last three months employed as a con- 
ductor and mortorman on the Atlanta Con- 
solidated street nailroad.

He came 
here from Louisville, Ky., and claims to 
be an electrical engineer of six or seven

When seen at the jail yesterday he 
seemed willing enough to talk. 

“Perhaps you can tell me,” said he, 
‘what I am in jail for. I was arrested 
late Friday evening while in the hallway 
of ghe Consolidated’s office, and try as I 
would I could get none of the officers to 
tell me what the charge was against me.”’ 

The charge in the indictment was then 
mentioned to him. 

“That is very funny, indeed,” said he, “I 
thought that my services were very sSatis- 
factory to the management. ‘Why, only a 
few minutes before 1 was arrested 1 had 
been talking with Mr. Hurt about getting a 
place with the company as a lineman, and 
while he dic not promise me the job, I felt 
by what he said that I stood a chance for 
it. 

“You see,” continued he, “I thought of 
quitting the company some time ago, and 
asked for the amount that was due me. 
The company put me off until the. lth of 
this month, On that day I applied again 
and was turned down the second time. I 
intended going home as soon as I got my 
money, but the last time 1 called Mr, Hurt 
said that I was a valuable man and he 
hoped I would remain with the company 
until-the chautauqua wags over. 

“To accommodate him I did so, and I got 
this fo#At,”’ said he, holding up a hand that 
was in « bandage. 

“T had my hand terribly burned while re- 
leasing a grounded car. 

“T am not wholly friendiess, however, and 
as soon as I hear from home will be able to 
make a determined fight in this case. 

Mr. N. Hurt, of the street railroad 
company was questioned last night con- 
cerning Smith’s statement. 

He said he did not know the nature of 
the charge against the young man, though 
he was present when the arrest was mage. 
He dented that Smith stood a showing for 
promotion, though he confirmed the state- 
ment that he had ar®=! t*m -t0-continue 
with the company through the chautauqua 
season. 

He declined to express himself concerning 
the prisoner’s reputation.

“morphine” ended the wretched existence 
of Josie Cross, a young woman who lived 
at No. 8 Thompson street, yesterday after- 
noon at 1 o'clock.

Several times before she had 
made attempts to end her existence with 
futile results. Saturday night she informed 
the other women about the house that her 
hours were numbered and before the next 
night her coffin would hold her. 

* Josie Cross was well known among the 
women of her clags. She came to Atlanta 
two years ago from Graysville. At that 
time she was only seventeen and was said 
to be very good looking. 

‘She took up her residence on Thompson 
street and since then has led a fast life. 
Saturday night she appeared to be unus- 
ually gay and mention was made of her 
hilarious spirits. It was then that she 1e- 
plied that in twenty-four hours she would 
be in her coffin. 

The woman retired about 1 o’clock. Be- 
fore the coroner’s jury yesterday cne of 
her companions testified that after the wo- 
man went to her room she sang for cver 
three-quarters of an hour. : 

‘She was singing all kinds of songs,” the 


said, “and I kept awake to listen to heft. 
Some of the songs sounded :ike Sunday 
school songs and I wondered what could 
make Josie so happy. I nad never heard 
her sing so before. I didn’t dream that she 
was going to kill herself.’’ 

The woman evidently took the poison 
after she had retired. Yesterday morning 
@ negro man who works on the place 
walked by her window, which is near the 
ground, and was startled to hear heavy 
breathing within. He woke up the other 
residents and they went to her roum. Sne 
was across the bottom of the hed lying on 
her face and was in an unconscious condk 
tion.

North Carolina Farming. 
From The Wilmington Messenger. 
Commissioner Robinson is right in his re- 
ply to The North Carolina Christian Advo- 
cate as to good farming in North Carolina— 
good as the best, whether in Pennsylvania 
or elsewhere. Iex-Governor Holt makes 


forty-six bushels of wheat to the acre on 
eighty acres of land. This state sent to 
the Vienna exposition in 1892, wheat that 
weighed seventy-three pounds to the bushel. 
Captain Bailey Williamson, of Wake, made 
12,561 pounds per acre of mixed clover and 
grasses. One truck farm produced in one 
year over $84,000. Eastern Carolina alone 
sold over $4,000,000 of trucking in 1892. In 
scores of counties the best results can be 
found from farming. If gathered they 
would be highly creditable to North Caro- 
lina, and would place it with the foremost. 

We have often stated that Dr. Robert 
Patterson, of Halifax, once made 100 bushels 
of corn to the acre upon some fifteen or 
twenty acres. We also mentioned that 
Mr. Dicken, of Edgecombe, produced twen- 
ty-one bales of cotton on a one-horse farm, 
and that Captain Turner Battle averaged 
a bale of cotton upon 300 acres. We have 
often told of the tobacco prices in Gran- 
ville county in other years. We know but 
little of the farming there now. We will 
rejeat here some facts known to this writer. 
We knew a farmer to offer to the late Mr. 
J. C. Cooper his farm for $1,200. He failed 
to sell, and his crop of tobacco alone for 
the same year brought him $1,400, and was 
sold in ©xford. He also raised his pork, 
made his corn, wheat, oats and root crops. 
He was assisted by a negro boy, about 
fourteen years old. 

Another case was that of Mitchell Cur- 
rin. His three sons, aged respectively, 
sixteen, fourteen and twelve (the last an 
invalid), made a crop of tobacco that was 
sold to Colonel John Wilkinson, of Milton, 
for $3,300, after paying all expenses. An- 
other farmer, case reported to The Oxford 
Torchlight, made $1,700 of tobacco himself 
on his little farm in one year, without 
any assistance. In 1870, there were more 
than ten farmers in Granville who averaged 
over $1,000 to the hand. Cne of thése made 
quite $1,200. He sold nineteen tierces in 
Richmond, Va., averaging over $1 per pound 
in the leaf. His lowest price was $87 per 
hundred and his highest $134. We refer to 
Dennis Tilley, now an old man and a good 
man as well as a first-rate farmer.

The doctor’s text was from II Corinthians, 
Vv, 4; “I’or we walk by faith, not by sight.” 

Dr. Morrison said in substance: “This 
word faith seems to be given over to the 
theologians. aith belongs to every one. 
Every foundation is built on faith, like a 
bridge on pillars, Faith is the power that 
realizes a@ necessity of action, so faith 
has many kinds of forms. Faith for the 
material welfare of business causes pru- 
dence, stimulates energy. faith has to 
ado with the invisibie, that sixth sense, 
where we see things invisible. ‘Lnings in- 
visible are eternal; things we see wy sight 
are not eternal. A man without faith 
is narrowed down and lives simply trom 
the craale to the grave. diis end is 
tood tor worms. 

“Faith and reason are the same, yet in- 
fidelity ciaims reason and rejects faith. 
When the mind is employed on things that 
are seen, that is reason, Dut when the mind 
is employed on things not seen, that is 
taith. But there is a higher and nobler 
realm, where the mind reaches and exer- 
cises faith. Agnosticism would do, yet 
faith is the basis of all the world. 

“Columbus had faith in finding a west- 
ern world; Mofse had faith in transmit- 
ling the electric telegram. By faith Wash- 
ington held firm until he conquered and 
won, We start to New York by faith. 
We put ourselves on the right line, in 
proper conveyance, We believe such a 
place exists. We have faith in the trans- 
portation; all is faith. Blessed is the 
man who can gee the things not seen. We 
see an army, but if you desire to see one 
particular soldier you must take your eyes 
off the regiment and look atone man. He 
looks over all the army and sees one man. 
Faith ig like a telescope, you can see a 
hundred worlds. You have faith in your 
home, yet it is perishable. Already we 
have seen coffins go from our doors. We 
have graves and graveyards. ‘’Tis a land 
of shadows. Remove feeling and it is a 
metallic hell. Get away from things that 
possess no feeling. If a man is-real, there 
will be glimpses of a bright future; sub-

scope of faith through the blue, azure vaults 
of heaven with God and His angels. 

‘The things we see are unreal; the things 
that we do not see are real, are eternal and 
everlasting.”’ 

The Central Presbyterian Church. 

The pulpit at the Central Presbyterian 
church yesterday was occupied by the pas- 
tor, Dr. G. B. Strickler. He preached a 
very solemn sermon to the unconverted 
from Ex. xxxii: 26: ‘“‘Who is on the Lord’s 
side?’”’ He said, in substance: 

The history of the children of Israel in 
the wilderness is full of strange things, 
but the strangest is the incident that called 
forth this question. The law had just 
been delivered amidst lightning and thun- 
der on Sinai, and it contained a command- 
ment against making graven images. Yet, 
almost immediately they had made a gold- 
en calf. The reason seems to be that im- 
mediately after the commandments were 
given Moses went up into a mountain to 
receive the details of the law, and remained 
for six weeks. ‘The Israelites thought he 
would mever come back and besought Aa- 
ron to make them a god to lead them. 
When‘ he did return he asked this ques- 
tion, and by divine direction, when the Le- 
vites ranged themselves with him, and 
slew such of the others as persisted in 
their idolatry after his return. ‘This ques- 
tion is asked as to every event in relig- 
ious history, and is important to be asked, 
for many reasons, 

1. Because all religious questions have but 
two sides, the right and the wrong. This is 
indeed true of political, scientific and philo- 
sophical puestions, but not wholly so, orina 
much more important sense it is true of re- 
ligious questions. As to God, Christ, 
the scriptures, the church, there can be 
but these two sides. 

2. It is important because, therefore, all 
men must be on one side or the other. On 
other questions it makes ‘little difference, 
but jn religious questions it does. For on 
the one side is the Lord’s kingdom; on the 
other, that of the great adversary, and 
there is not and cannot be any neutral 
ground between them. These do not occupy 
divisions of the earth with a neutral ground 
between, but they are within men, and 
necessarily men must be on one side or the 
other. Many good men dread this alterna- 
tive; they cannot say they are on the 
Lord’s side, yet, they will not admit they 
are on the other side. Yet they must be for 
the Lord or against Him, fer the church 
or against it, for Christ’s word or against 
it, for Christ’s Kingdom or against it. Now, 
my dear hearers, can you endorse’ the 
thought of being in opposition to all these? 

3. It is an important question from the 
character of the two sides. On the one side 
is the adorable Trinity, the glorious com- 
pany of angels, the general assembly and 
church of the first born, the spirits of the 
ty made perfect, the church and 
ingdom of Christ. n the 
other side is that great spirit who fell from 
the high estate wherein he was created by 
sinning against God, the dark cohorts of 
angels, principalities and powers who fell 
with him, the thousands of lost souls who 
are perhaps as malignant as they, and that 
awful cesspool into which the wickedness 
4! the world has drained since its -begin- 
ning. 

4. Because it is such a good thing to be 
on the Lord’s side, to have God for our sov- 
ereign, to have all His knowledge, all His 
justice, all His wisdom, all His love, all of 
His infinite attributes, perfectly exercised 
in our hearts, to profit by this providence 
and grace and have himself in ail his rich- 
est excellenee on our side.
